The Prohibition County Convention 
met yeiterday morning at 10 o’clock in 
Opera House H all, which at that hour 
was crowded with delegates who hailed 
from all over the county. 
C. A. Abbott, of Pasadena, called the 
Convention to order and Rev. W. B. 
Stradly offered up an invocation for the 
Buccesg of the cause. 
Chairman Abbott then stated the rea­ 
son for the call and read a list of the 
officers to be nominated by the delegates 
present.

Mr. Parker was unanimously elected. 
F. 1VÍ. Porter was then elected as Tem­ 
porary Secretary. 
Mr. Ellsworth offered a resolution to 
the effect that all visitors be perm itted 
to take part in the deliberations of the 
day except when a division was asked 
by a regularly elected delegate. 
An am endm ent was offered that such 
visitors who wish to take part m ust take 
the party pledge first. Accepted by Mr. 
Ellsworth. 
Mr. Gould thought th a t all Prohibi­ 
tionists should be allowed^o take part in 
the deliberations.

A Chemical Discovery. 
Henry M. 
Rouchefault, a French 
jjhemist and gngtneer, w'llC V*ivedio 
Lob Angeles on June 18th, has returned 
lrom a fortnight’s visit to the country 
southward of Elsinore. M. Rouchefault 
was induced to take the trip and inspect 
a large deposit of peculiar stone forma­ 
tion, found in that section by several 
citizens some time ago. 
The gentleman 
went especially to analyze the stone and 
ascertain a hether or not it could be used 
in the 
manufacture ofp powder. 
M. 
Rouchefault says the deposit resembles 
that found recently in the south of 
France, and from which a French scien­ 
tist has made the strongest explosive 
known to modern times. The stone he 
calls a species of saponified rock, strong 
in glycerine and can be made to produce 
a very strong natural nitric acid. The 
body of the rock is full of iron tincture 
and galena, while a strata of chrome ore 
permeates it. M. Rouchefault says he 
ieels justified in making a favorable 
report as to the adaptability of the stone 
to the manufacture of a superior grade 
of nitro-glycerine and a very good grade 
of powd< r, which, by reason of its being 
entirely new, will have to be given a 
name. 


THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


H o w Free T rade W ill A ffect th e

This little reminiscence broke the ice, 
and so thetwomercbants, warming up to 
the newspaper man, went on to tell him 
of their great establishment with as 
much conscious pride as the Kings of 
Babylon exhibited over the great city 
they had built.

I t is not at all to be wondered at that 
intelligent men are disposed to laugh at 
th e inconsistencies of the Republican 
party on the tariff question. The atti­ 
tude o f th at party in 1883 and in 1884 is 
in painful contrast with its thimblerig 
antics now. 
Then it demanded 
vision an d reduction of tariff. The Re­ 
publican body of which H enry W. Oliver 
w as the President, marked out in 1883 
a schem e of tariff reform, which even as 
to iron—h e was a member of the heaviest 
iron firm in Pittsburg—made more pro­ 
nounced reductions than are embodied 
in the Mills bill. 
Republican howls 
for a reduction of the surplus have been 
even more resonant than the temperate 
an d statesm anlike appeals wbich have 
proceeded from the Democratic party. 
A few facts on this head will be interest­ 
ing not only to Democrats but to fair- 
m inded 
Republicans. 
In 
1884, the 
N ational 
Republican 
Convention at 
Chicago, said: “ The Democratic party 
has failed completely to relieve the 
people of the burden of unnecessary 
taxation by a wise reduction of the sur­ 
plus. 
The Republican party pledges 
itself to correct the inequalities of the 
tariff and to reduce the surplus.” Now 
i t says th a t there are no inequalities in 
th e tariff, but that the whole thing is 
perfect and m ust be kept sacred. 
A t the Republican Convention for the 
F irst District of Minnesota, held this 
p re s e n t year, the following resolution 
was adopted: “ Resolved, That we favor 
a careful revision and reduction of the 
tariff in the interest of labor and produc­ 
ing classes, especia ly placing lumber, 
B alt and sugar upon the free list. 
We 
condemn the partisan 
and sectional 
tariff bill which the Democratic party is 
attem pting to impose upon the country. 
W hat do M innesota Republicans mean 
to do about it ? 
Will they accept free 
whiskey and tobacco as substitutes for 
free salt, free lum ber and free wool? 
So far back as 1870, when internal 
taxation waa a deal more annoying and 
burdensome than now, the Indiana Re­ 
publicans, in 
Convention assembled, 
sa id : “ A redaction of taxation is de­ 
m anded, both of 
tariff and internal 
taxes, until it reaches the lowest am ount 
consistent with the credit and necessities 
of the G overnm ent; and we are in favor 
of a tariff for revenue, believing that a 
proper adjustm ent of duties must neces­ 
sarily yield all the incidental protection 
to which any industry is entitled.” 
Do the Republicans of Indiana think 
th at a tariff 
which 
averages forty- 
seven 
per 
cent, 
and 
which 
ie 
higher than 
it 
has ever been be­ 
fore in 
the history of 
the 
coun­ 
try, is as low as it m ight be and atill be 
“ consistent with the credit and necessi­ 
ties of the Government ?” Unless they 
do they have no business voting with a 
party which has staked everything upon 
the m aintenance of our war tariff. It is 
just as much the duty of honest Repub­ 
licans to come out of the so called Re­ 
publican party, as it was for liberty-lov­ 
ing Democrats to leave their party when 
it got down on its kneeB to the slave 
power. 
If Abraham Lincoln could walk 
the earth again he would not recog­ 
nise the party of Mr. Blaine and hia 
friends as th at organization which he 
loved. 
It is not the same party. Mr, 
B laine him self testifies to the change 
th a t has come over the party. 
The 
tariff of 1840 is commonly known as the 
Free Trade, or W alker tariff. 
The 
country prospered under it to such an 
extent that, says Historian B laine: “ IV 
is not surprising that the Democratic 
Congress, in the 
closing 
BeBsion of 
Pierce’s Administration, reached what 
has since been known as the tariff of 
1857. 
By this law the duties were 
placed lower than they had been at any 
tím e since the war of 1812. The act was 
well r e c e iv e d by the people, and was

I t is somewhat singular th at of the 
eight policemen whose resignations were 
demanded by a Board of Police Commis­ 
sioners unanimously Democratic, seven 
are Democrats.

The 
Democratic party of Los Angeles was 
never more vigilant, more fully organ­ 
ized or more aggressive than it is now. 
Now, as always, it is in favor of good local 
government, of strict partyaceountability 
and of an honest response to reasonable 
and legitimate party 
obligations. 
It 
would be absurd to suppose anything 
else in the floodtide of a victorious 
national Democratic campaign. 
If there 
were any scandal connected with Dem­ 
ocratic administration of the Police De­ 
partm ent the H e r a l d would be the first 
to denounce it. We find, as a m atter of 
fact, that never so fully as now has there 
been a dispoeition to enforce the laws 
and to repress violence. It is a fact 
easily demonstrable that for efficiency 
and downright honesty the Police De­ 
partm ent has never been so energetic or 
so effective as it is to-day. 
Under such 
circumstances it would seem that com­ 
mon sense, party fealty and the public 
good would forbid the Police Depart­ 
m ent, Democratic in all its membership, 
being run as a sort of tender to the 
locally defeated Republican party.

The claims of 
the Government to the land in question 
are founded on the report of Surveyor- 
General Hamm ond, who bases his rea­ 
sons for so reporting, on the facts set 
forth in our telegram . As the property 
has grown valuable in the hands of the 
present holders they will doubtless de­ 
fend their rights to the utm ost, and as a 
result, some interesting litigation may 
be expected to ensue. 


A t e r r ib l e am ount of silly twaddle 
has been written of Los Angeles city 
and county, and by journals ranging from 
the New York Herald to some yawper in 
the northwest. The great immigration of 
the best people in the country towards 
Southern California had been viewed 
w ith jealousy even in New Y ork; for.

Joseph G. Cannon and 
Knute Nelson, of Minnesota, are the 
avant-coureurs of the Great West, which 
will not long dance to the music of the 
Eastern monopolists, who are eating the 
Protection oyster and dividing the shells 
between the farm ers of the W est and the 
wage-workers of the East. 


T h e Pittsburg lockout is costing the 
wage-workers of that city $20,000 per day 
Tbis is one of the beautiful results of 
over-protection. I t closes the m arkets of 
the world against our manufactures, and 
compels our iron wage-workers to en­ 
forced idleness whenever the home m ar­ 
ket is glutted, or to accept starvation 
wages. 
Verily, American workingmen 
should be delighted with a protective 
tariff which protects the employers by 
oppressing the sometimes employed.

M artin, of Kansas, and John F. H art- 
ranft of Pennsylvania, to fill the vacan­ 
cies on the Board of M anagers of the 
National Home for disabled volunteer 
soldiers. 
The hour having expired the House 
w ent into Committee of the Whole on 
th e Tariff bill. 
The pending amend- 
m ent was th at offered by Cannon, of 
Illinois, in the sugar schedule. 
Kelly, of Pennsylvania, 
announced 
him self a Republican devoted to the 
doctrines of his party and to the utter­ 
ances of its National Convention. 
He 
was a protectionist and believed the sys­ 
tem of protective duties had developed 
the country to its present state of devel­ 
opment. 
It was essential to the m ain­ 
tenance of that position. 
Ho waa sur­ 
prised to hear the 
gentlem an 
from 
Illinois (Cannon) make an assault upon 
the platform recently adopted by the 
Republican party. 
He then quoted from 
the Chicago 
platform 
the protection 
plank, ana regretted th at the doctrine 
there ennum erated had been assaulted 
from the seats of Republican members. 
From the rem arks made by these gentle­ 
men, he dissented, in the nam e of the 
Republican party, at whose birth he had 
been, and to whose interests he had been 
devoted from that time to this. 
Kelly 
then defended the protective system in 
regard to sugar, and opposed the bounty 
policy. 
At the conclusion of his rem arks Mr. 
Nelson, of Minnesota, suggested that the 
gentlem an from Pennsylvania was the 
only man who was thoroughly endorsed 
by the Chicago Convention. 
This re­ 
m ark caused considerable laughter.

Kelly accepted the compliment and 
said the Convention did endorse his po­ 
sition and he was ready to B a y : “ Lord, 
lettest Thou now Thy servant depart in 
peace, for mine eyes nave seen the glory 
of the Republican party.” - [Laughter.] 


m’k e n n a c h ip s in . 
M cKenna, of California, said he too 
was a Republican and for that reason he 
rose to oppose the am endm ent. If it had 
a true basis of fact, or of principle, for the 
same reason urged to support it, every 
item of the Mills bill could be support­ 
ed ; for the same reason given to put 
sugar on the free list, every American 
product could be put on the free list. 
The am endm ent was opposed to the 
principle of protection. It was distinctly 
and accurately opposed to the Chicago 
platform. 
That platform declared pro­ 
tection to American industries to be the 
supreme 
principle of the Republican 
party. ^ 
I t conceded the necessity of a 
reduction of the revenue, but distinct­ 
ly enum erated the means of reduction. 
Protection was not to be sacrificed if it 
was taken from any American industry. 
The gentlem an might say, when you 
give bounties you give protection. 
He 
did not deny th is ; but what assurance 
could be given of the stability of this 
protection? Were the gentlemen willing 
to extend the bounty system to any other 
industry ? W ere they willing to interpret 
the Republican platform as differing 
from the system of bounties to the indus­ 
tries of the country? The question of 
protection by tariff and protection by 
bounty was not a verbal distinction.

“ Bayne, of Pennsylvania, inquired if 
the sorghum crop had proved a success

the State bounty had

granted. 
Peters replied that sorghum had been 
cultivated six years ago in Kansas. 
The 
bounty had nothing to do with the indus­ 
try. Every farm er in th at country where 
cane could be raised was interested in the 
protection of the industry. I t was a cer­ 
tain and safe crop. Grasshoppers did not 
touch it and changes of weather did not 
affect it. Was there any use of talking to 
a Kansas farmer then about taking off the

rotective duty, because sugar could not 
e produced in the United States? 
He 
would be glad to see this industry assured 
protection by bounty, but¿ nobody could 
give that assurance. 
DIVEBB OPINIONS. 
Gear, of Iowa, announced him self in 
favor of the am endm ent for the reason 
th at it was a sound practical business 
proposition. 
Henderson, of Iowa, was for 
the 


regarded as m onarchical, im perial, and 
anti-Republican. 
Holmes, of Iowa, criticised the amend­ 
m ent 
émuC¿7üig uau policy, bad 
ethics and bad legislation. 
Ho was op­ 
posed to the theory of bounties, and m 
favor of putting sugar on the free list. 
Ryan, of K ansas, argued in iavor of a 
continuation of the system of protection 
upon the sugar industry, and announced 
his opposition to the theory of bounty. 
Bayne, of Pennsylvania, 
dissented 
from the construction placed upon the 
Chicago platform by his colleague, Kelly.

There is considerable 
trouble brewing between the Southern 
Pacific and Union Pacific roads on ac­ 
count of the sugar traffic. The Cana­ 
dian Pacific road has taken shipments 
of sugar at rates much lower than 
are charged by the direct lines from 
San Francisco to Omaha. The Southern 
Pacific is anxious to makes rates so high 
that the traffic will be driven from its 
linos entirely. 
The Union Pacific wants 
to make low rates and the result is a 
locking of horns. 
Another thing th at is 
bothering the transcontinental lines is 
their reluctance to perm it the opening of 
the Burlington M ount Shasta Line from 
Portland to Denver and the E ast at San 
Francisco rates. 
The transcontinental lines have always 
required Eastern lines selling their excur­ 
sion tickets to make tickets in the form 
ot an exchangeable order on Missouri 
river points. This arrangem ent compli­ 
cated business for the railroads and for 
the passengers. The W estern lines have 
now agreed to issue a circular under the 
term s of which Eastern lines, if they see 
fit, may ticket their passengers through 
from the E ast to the W est provided they 
use the form of tickets desired.

BISMARCK’S COUNSEL SOLICITED. 


He W ill A ttend th e M eeting of E m ­ 
p ero rs—G erm any’s Com pact 
w ith B elgium .

B e r l in, J uly 7.—The Czar has asked 
in an autograph letter to Em peror William 
that Prince Bismarck accompany the 
Em peror to St. Petersburg, where M. 
de Giers will formally present a proposal 
for a nominal Russian protectorate in 
Bulgaria. The proposal does not involve 
the occupation of the country by Russia. 
The candidate for the Bulgarian throne 
is to be appointed by an am bassadorial 
conference to be held in V ienna or Con­ 
stantinople. If these terms are accepted 
the Czar will order the arm y corps, 
m ustering on the Austrian and German 
frontiers, back into the interior. Prince 
Bism arck,at a Cabinet meeting yesterday, 
stated these proposals, and said he be­ 
lieved they offered a chance for 
a 
peaceful solution of the question, and 
that he intended to respond by going to 
St. Petersburg if the A ustrian Govern­ 
m ent coincided in bis views. Doubt is 
expressed as to w hether Austria will 
consent. 
A W arsaw piper, the acknowledged 
organ of General Ghourdo, asserts that 
the National party, with whom the Czar 
m ust reckon, is determined to reap the 
fullest results for the blood and money 
expended in Turkey. In the same art­ 
icle the Poles of Posen and Galicia are 
exhorted to rally round Russia in the 
approaching war w ith Germany.

DIVIDING FRANCE WITH BELGIUM.

PACIFIC CABLE. 


Propose* 
Submarine

from Vancouver to Australia. 


M o n t r e a l , June 7.—A cable from 
London says: “The complete break 
down of the Eastern Telegraph Com 
pany’s system between Java and Port 
Darwin is creating a strong feeling in the 
commercial public in favor of a Pacific 
cable from X ancouver to Australia. The 
feeling was voiced at the annual meeting 
of the New Oriental Bank.

that a cable via Canadia and Australia

C A T A R R H . 


The term Catarrh is applied to a peculiar dls* 
order of the nostrils and adjacent parts, which 
prevails to an alarming extent, and is product- 
ve of very serious consequences, 
kl'he most prominent and characteristic fea­ 
ture is a morbid discharge from the head, vary­ 
ing in its nature at different timet.
